If they 
approve, it will go to the senate. 
A favorable vote there would send 
it to the house.

Big Four Still Disagreed 
on Terms of German Pact, 


Marshall Declares 


Washington, March 5.—(AP)— 


Secretary of State Marshall left 
today for the Big Four ministers 
meeting in Moscow, openly expres- 
sing doubt that a peace treaty foi 
Germany can be written there. 


He forecast success, however, for 


a second aim of the momentous 
gathering—the drafting of a peace 
agreement for Austria. 


Preliminary talks have laid the 


groundwork for an Austrian ac- 
cord. But Marshall said the Big 
Four—France, Russia. Great Brit- 
ain 
and the United States—are 


stili in disaT «?ncnt on the funda- 
mentals of a German Treaty. 


This preview of 
the 
Moscow 


meeting was given reporters just 
before Marshall's plane took" off 
at 8:11 a. m. The secretary added 
in a dictated statement: 
. "If we are successful in reach- 
ing agreements on major funda- 
mental principles I would be very 
much pleased." 


In any event, Marshall said, he 


is conscious that the negotiations 
will be 'extremely difficult and 
their consequences momentous." 


Officials Bid Farewell 


Several top government

cials, including- Undersecretary of 
State Dean Acheson and Treasury 
Secretary Snyder, were at the air- 
port to see Marshall off on his 
most important undertaking since 
he took over the nation's top dip- 
lomatic post.

A second plane carried several

The secretary planned to stop 


tomorrow in Paris for*an overnight 
visit with President Vincent Auriol 
of France. This^will.give him an 
opportunity^to get French -views 
on jnany issues involving- the, fu- 
ture of Germany. 


Schedules Berlin Stop 


From- Paris, he arranged to go 


to Berlin for a conference with 
U. S. occupation authorities. He 
is scheduled to stay there Friday 
night and possibly Saturday. 


This would put him in Moscow 


one day ahead of the first formal 
meeting with the foreign ministers 
of France, Russia and Great Brit- 
ain next Monday.

self-evid nt. So far, at least, the 
great socialistic experiment upon 
which England embarked with ap- 
parently high hopes, after voting 
Labor into power by a heavy ma- 
jority, has been the most dismal 
of failures. 
Its first major step was to so- 


cialize the coal industry—and the 
result of that has been reduced 
production, even more worker dis- 


~ content than in the past, and a 


coal shortage that has forced all 
Idnds of industry to shut down, 
has cut off such essential services 
as electric power, and left Britons 
T-irtuaUy freezing in their homes 
this whiter. 


It is now proceeding to socialize 


the electric industry—and many 
economists familiar with the prob- 
lem are convinced a similar fiasco 
will result. 


It is planning on 
a sweeping- 


farm program, which would give 
the government limitless authority 
over farmers, farm, land and farm 
production — and reduce the farmer 
to the role of ward of the state. ' 


It has reduced the British stand- 


ard of living well below even the 
wartime standard on the .ground 
that England must export or die-^- 
but production and exports have 
declined in spite of it, and Britain's 
economic -josition in the world was 
never more perilous than now. And 
her experiment in socialism had to 
be financed largely % money bor- 
rowed from a capitalistic country, 
the United States. 


Certainly there is a grim lesson 


here for Americans, who have been 
flirting with the ruinous doctrines 
of the socialist state. May we learn 
in time.

So the Moscow conference of 


foreign mimsteis, at any rate, is 
approaching under slightly favor- 
able inner auspices. 
Our diplo- 


matic authorities do not consider 
the auspices to be more than 
slightly favorable, because the de- 
puties of the foreign ministers, 
who have 
been 
preparing 
the 


drafts of proposed German and 
Austrian treaties, have not been 
able to agree on much. Indeed, 
in the j'udgment of the foremost 
diplomats, the Moscow meeting 
will not be able to agree on much 
either. In general, I believe, our 
government expects continuance 
of the unsatisfactory stalemate of 
world peace affairs, accentuated 
by the British crisis. 


But I cannot detect on the in- 


side any widespread support for 
calling off the proposed confer- 
ence, or to withdraw our troops 
from Germany, leaving only a 
policing nucleus of, say 500, men 
there (as suggested by an army 
authority m this spot recently.) 
Most officials cling to the belief 
that conversations 
with 
Russia 


must continue, however small may 
be the chance of settlements. Tet 
they are afraid to withdraw from 
Germany because 
they suspect 


Russia would immediately begin 
campaigning to spread her influ- 
ence in the British. French and 
American zones 
They recognize 


we are in Germany solely because 
of the existence of the constant 
Russian threat, and we must re- 
main there until some genuine 
evidence accumulates1 that 
the 


threat is over.* * » 


The Russian diplomatic game is 


well tmdei stood here. Stalin can 
afford to wait instead of mo%'ing 
now. for Instance, into the Turk- 
ish territory. Communism wishes 
to capitalize on all world discon- 
tent insecurity and fear 
Ills 


must always exist in a human 
world, and Russia is trying to col- 
lect all oppositions everywhere, in 
expectation that when breaks de- 
velop, she ivill inherit governments 


everywhere by sirnply having them 
fall into her lap. That strategy 
is easily discernible. 


Now 
General 
Marshall 
has 


started h£s tenure with a speech 
(Princeton, Feb. 22,) striking out 
against the apathy of the public 
concerning woild affaiis, and pre- 
sumably against public disinter- 
estedness in the severe situation 1 
have outlined above. 
He says 


America must assume world lead- 
ership. 
But 
his 
speech 
was 


couched in generalities and really 
\\as itself evidence of the situa- 
tion against which it complained. 
AVe (the people) look to Marshall, 
Truman, Taft, Vendenberg and 
others for leadership, but there is 
no ai dent public sentiment f01 any 
particular 
world developments, 


and the speeches of the leaders 
are so geneial in 
nature 
they 


have iailerl to arouse any sparks 
of public sentiment. Personally I 
think the leaders are responsible 
more than the people . The situa- 
tion is just as grave as General 
Marshall contended—more so since 
the British break 
If we all keep 


on coasting the way we have 
been in the past few months, 
Stalin will 
realize 
his 
aims. 


Leaders like Marshall should get 
into action, talk frankly ajid plain- 
ly, but above all specifically.

CIO is having- financial problems. 
In a business firm, such a condi- 
tion, 
under 
compaiable circum- 


stances, might call for a couit ac- 
tion, reoi gamzation. perhaps a re- 
ceiveiship. and possibly bankiupt- 
cy. In a xiruon no such couise is 
possible. The interests of the in- 
dividual members aie outside the 
jurisdiction of all couits and othei 
public agencies. The reason lies 
in the fact that unions aie govern- 
ed by pohtcal process, subject to 
no intrusion by goveinment. where- 
as, in business, even a minority 
of stockholders may invoke the 
law to protect their investments 
against not only criminal activity 
by 
the 
company officers 
but 


against mismanagement. The un- 
ion members do ha\e individual 
economic rights at stake, but these 
have no existence in law. 


The UAW now is said to have 


about SOO.OOO members. 
Some ot 


the officials of the Teamsteis' 
union of the AFL claim that they 
have 900,000 members in all cate- 
gories, including even little bobby- 
sox clerks in warehouses and milk- 
ers on California dair> farms. At 
any rate, the UAW is one of the 
largest unions and may be actually 
the largest, numerically, in the 
country 


Born of violence under financial 


subsidy of the United Mine Work- 
ers, which poured 57.000,000 into 
the organization of the CIO, the 
UAW had been a political entity 
almost from its beginning. 
The 


governing board casts about 1,900 
votes in a. division similar to any 
other rnalry of political factions, 
whether in a parliament or a policy 
meeting of a party oetv. een con- 
ventions. 
Policies are issues of 


conflict between rival factions ad- 
hering to rival politicians and the 
factions will mutually damn the 
policies of one Another as reac- 
tionary or disruptive. Sometimes, 
in so doing, a minority faction will 
find itself repeating faithfully the 
very same objections tu the offi- 
cial policy of the ruling group that 
are advanced by the employers 
themselves. 
* * * 


Only in the most formal sense do 


the officials of such big unions 
ever pretend that the non-political 
rank and file xvorkers. uneducated 
in ideology are intelligently aware 
of the issues and genuinely parti- 
san. In most eases they are voted 
in blocks, as the delegates, under 
group leadership, in the national 
nominating conventions of the two 
big- parties, speak for the faceless 
nonentities back home who even- 
tually will vote for the party nom- 
inees. 


During- the war, the TJAW en- 


joyed the favor of the govern- 
ment and a joo monopoly in many 
of the most important war indus- 
tries. 
The famous "no strike 


pledge" given by the AFL, and the 
CIO became a derisive byword in 
the presence of slowdowns and 
quittmgs oT.er trivial grievances 
such as a demand for more peanut 
brittle or lemon hokey-pokey on 


weie lazy, inelficlcnt or slow to 
adopt new methods and were con- 
tent with his old rate of profit, the 
woikers' wagerf would be stalled. 


This wus a terrible strike and 


the U.A.W. didn't win it 
The 


workers, of course, lost heavily m 
wages. 
Many of them will not 


live to recoup m the raises which 
they won the money they lost total- 
ly In those three months.

Irom the union's own standpoint, 
arduous, ill-tuned and unprofitable. 
The current difficulties of the U, 
A.W. in the tieasury arc largely 
atUibutublf to this act of higher 
union management.

by government into theii affairs 
for some valid leasons but also 
for othei reasons unspoken. One 


»<• that in similar conditions a wise 
eo\ eminent might intervene to 
piotect the interests of the m- 
\oluntary members from the un- 
wisdom of the high management in 
pm suit of a. "policy"' adopted by a 
group of politicians at the top, le- 
mote and aloof from the individual 
necessities of human beings in the 
breadlines.

Tenants May Ask 


Eviction Review, 


Rent Office Says 


Any tenant facing- eviction, from 


his rented home under, the sanction 
of an OPA certificate relating- the 
eviction, and who is still occupying 
the premises, may file an applica- 
tion for review, and later a protest 
if his application for review is dc; 
nied in whole or in part, it was an- 
nounced today by Arthur A. Thor- 
scll, area rent director. 


This liberalization of the rent 


regulation in behalf of tenants has 
been brought about to conform 
with a .recent decision of '.he 
United States supreme court, he 
said. Heretofore the landlord was 
the only one who had the privilege 
of filing .an .application for review 
of a decision relating to certificates 
of eviction. 


"If a tenant files an application 


for review, within 30 days after 
certificate is granted, he gains an 
automatic suspension of the opera- 
tion, of the certificate, "Thorsell 
explained. : , 


This suspension, he added, ordi- 


narily continues throughout the 
review proceedings and until 30 
days after the final order 4s enter- 
ed by the OPA regional adminis- 
trator. 


If the application for review is 


denied 
in 
whole 
or 
in part, 


the tenant may file his protest 
•vithin 30 days of the/decision and 
the suspension will continue'ordi- 
narily during- the protest proceed- 
ngs and until 30 days thereafter, 
likewise, -the suspension continues 
if the tenant files a complaint with 
Lhe emergency court of appeals 
within 30 days after'the service 
upon him .of the administrator's 
order, and on through proceedings 
of the -United States 
supreme 


court,/in' the event of ah applica- 
tion for a writ of certiorati 


The rent official pointed out that 


the .regional administrator of the 
OPA has the power to terminate a. 
suspension before or at the4 time 
of the entry of his final order if he 
determines the application for re- 
iriew; is' "frivolous, dilatory or not 
made in good faith." The admini 
strator in Washington may also 
:erminate a suspension on similar 
rounds if tef. a protest is filed.
